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PEEFACE. 



The prp sent volume comprises brief descriptions of the Arabic 
MSS. acquired by the Trustees of the British Museum since 1894, 
when the late Dr. Rieu's" Supplement to the Catalogue of Arabic 
MSS." was published. The titles composing it have been written 
by Mr. A. G. Ellis (now Assistant Librarian in the India Office 
Library) during the time in which he was in the service of the 
Trustees of the British Museum as Assistant in this Department, 
and subsequently to the year 1909 by Mr. E. Edwards, Assistant 
in this Department. Two other members of the staff have con- 
tributed to the compilation of this List : the Rev. G. Margoliouth 
has written many of the titles in sections xxvi.-xxviii., and 
Mr. A. S. Fulton has rendered valuable help in the revision and 
preparation of indexes. 

The descriptions have been classified in sections according to 
the subjects of which the MSS. treat. Within these limits they 
are arranged according to the alphabetical order of the names of 
the works, disregarding however such prefixes as Kitah and 
Bisalah, prepositions, and the definite article. In the case where 
a MS. contains only a commentary or supercommentary upon an 
original work, the name of the latter determines the place in 
which the description of it is to be found. Eull indexes of the 
names of works, authors, and other persons have been appended. 

Apart from the papyri, some of which bear dates of the . 
fijst century of the Hijrah, the oldest MS. in the collection here

described is the unique Or. 4950, containing two Christian theo- 
logical works. Among the most important of the other MSS. may 
be mentioned Al-Dahabi's Kitab al-'ibar, an early MS. of Ibn 
Duraid's lexicon, the complete Jami* al-usul of Ibn al-Athir, 
Al-Safadi's biographical dictionary, the fine Samaritan Pentateuch 
with Arabic and Aramaic versions, and the Canons of the Church 
(a MS. of the 10th century). An especial interest attaohes to the 
fine calligraphic copy of the Koran written in a.h. 710 for Sultan 
Uljaitu.
